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Sierra Madre has been saved 


3nce more from disastrous fire 


The fire that swept across the northern ridges 
of the San Gabriel Mountains roared like a hun¬ 
gry beast, licked at the sides of Sierra Madre, 
then rumbled away to the east, leaving the village 
intact. 

Not a home in Sierra Madre was lo.st. Not a 
person was left permanently without shelter. 
There were a few people from the canyon who 
used the Red Cross housing until they could get 
back into their homes, following evacuation. 

The Red Cross took care of housing and 
feeding those evacuated from canyon areas. They 
had few takers since many of the evacuees either 
found other places to stay or quietly crept back to 
their homes when the danger passed. 

City Hall served as the EOC, Emergency 
Operations Center, with Sgt. Larry Lutzow as 
incident commander. City employees and county 
principals were on duty around the clock. 

Sierra Madre Volunteer Firefighters and 
Police manned their posts 24 hours a day until 
Saturday morning when all emergency services 
were discontinued. 

This was the third major fire to affect Sierra 
Madre in four decades: one in 1962, one in 1978, 


a day later, Oct. 28, than this year’s fire, Oct. 
27. 

October is not only National Firefighters 
Month, with the local firefighters hosting their 
annual festival the first weekend of the month. It 
also seems to be the month of fire, particularly 
after a wet season which coaxes to life a heavy 
layer of fire food—underbrush. 

Statistics during the week, beginning on 
Wednesday, Oct. 27, found about 145 extra pol¬ 
ice in the area through 6 a.m. Saturday, Oct. 30. 

"During the first two hours on Wednesday 
evening was the informal time, the critical time 
in which 1 called the Temple City Sheriffs office 
for help," said John Thurman, Sierra Madre’s in¬ 
terim police chief. 

Police came from Arcadia, Monrovia, Azusa 
and San Marino. "We would not have been able 
to contain the area without their help," Thurman 
said. 

The formal plan was implemented with the 
Emergency Operations Center and at that point 
two shifts of police came aboard, first a 24-hour 
shift, then 12-hour a shift, with a total of 145 
extra police in the village.

Sierra Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy’s assess- 
lent of the fire of 1993? "We were very proac- 
ve. We were fortunate for the terrific amount of

Chronologically, the chief described activi- 
ies that actually started Wednesday, Oct. 27, 
k'hen the department received a mutual aid call 
oncerning the Anaheim Hills fire. 

At 3:45 a.m., they were called to a "fire on 
he North 210 freeway" which tuned out to be 
Jierra Madre/Santa Anita Canyon Rd. However, 
he fire was not in that area. It was in Eaton 
:anyon and at 5:30 a.m., the winds began to 
)ick up in that area. 

At 7 a.m., principals began to assess the 
jotential of the fire, whether or not it would 
;ome into Sierra Madre since it was already 
spotted in the northeast portion of Pasadena. _ 

The Passionist Retreat area was the first 
local structure at risk and Firefighter Michael 
Delgatto was sent with a crew to that area. North 
Michillinda was the next area in question. 

At 8:30 a.m., the Fire Dept, briefed city hall 
of the potential problems. Interim Police Chief 
John Thurman and Acting City Administrator 
Sean Joyce established the Office of Emergency 
Services (OES) at city hall, and activities picked 
up as the fire progressed eastward. 

A command staff was organized with Fire 
Chief Ed Tracy as incident commander. He 
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in Altadena/Sierra Madre. 


assigned Tony Lerner to prepare plans for fight¬ 
ing the fire; Rich Brown of Arcadia was head of 
operations; Roger Lowe and Bob Spears were 
division chiefs. All three of the Sierra Madre 
men are assistant fire chiefs. 

Where were the most "at-risk" locations in 
Sierra Madre? Oak Crest, Sierra Meadow, Chap- 
aral. North Auburn and North Hermosa. Plans 
were quickly put into place to protect structures 
in those areas. 

With Victory Park set as the incident com¬ 
mand post, Paul Blackburn, L.A. deputy chief, 
was named incident commander of the Altade- 
na/Pasadena area. 

An additional strike team was requested. 
That group consisted of five engine companies 
with four persons on each engine, a strike team 
leader and aide. 

One hundred fire personnel worked to keep 
fire out of the Retreat House area as the tire 
progressed across the mountains above Sieira 
Madre. 

"Los Angeles County principals believed that 
if we lost the Retreat Center, we could lose the 
two canyon areas of Sierra Madre. So we began 
operations to make sure that didn’t happen.' 
Chief Tracy said. 

Proactive plans called for a division at the 
Retreat Center, one at Oak Crest, another to 
Carter, one to Mt. Wilson, one to Sierra Mead¬ 
ows and another to Auburn.

Acting city administrator applauds 
town for its coordination

Although Sean Joyce, acting city administra¬ 
tor. insisted that his role was minimal support to 
the public works department, he was seen around 
the clock in the Office of Emergency Services 
which was set up in the city hall as soon as the 
fire disaster struck, 

"1 think everyone did an outstanding job. 1 
also think that the residents of this town did an 
outstanding job. Their hospitality and support are 
different, and Sierra Madre is a very pleasant 
place to be. In that crisis we saw Sierra Madre at 
its best, reflecting the spirit ot the city. There s 
an understanding between neighbors. There was 
a calm indicative of community support. The 
combined efforts ot Sierra Madre firefighters, 
mutual aid and the police department did a fab¬ 
ulous job of crowd control." he said. 

Joyce noted that no homes were lost but also 
there were no burglaries and no injuries within 
the city. "It’s a heck of a record, a perfect re¬ 
cord," he said. 

He said that when staff came together there 
was no display of egos. "Everyone thought in the 
best interest of the community. Everyone exhibit¬ 
ed professionalism; there were no horror stories. 


Confronting all of that potential iragedy. there 
was a sense of genuine ci'inmuniu 

Joyce recounted being with the sheriff s 
deputies from La Puente who were "struck by the 
hospitality of the community. Folks offered fcH'd. 
refreshments, bathroom facilities. They (La 
Puente) weren't sure if they should accept the 
cookies. In their community they would have 
received cookies with suspicion. They w ere really 
impressed. One woman not only offered them 
coffee but came out with a formal coffee service 
and china cups. What a pleasure it is to work 
here." 

Debriefing with city department heads is 
scheduled for next week and The News will pub¬ 
lish the results. 

Joyce has been here since April. 1990. and 
came as assistant city administrator. When Jim 
McRea, administrator, resigned, Joyce was ap¬ 
pointed to serve as acting city administrator. 
Recruitment for the administrator job is just 
beginning and should be completed by mid-Dec¬ 
ember, Joyce reported. 
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The magic

Does Sierra Madre really have a magic 
circle around it? Is this wonderful town 
under a glass bubble set in a time warp? 

When we saw how the fire swept a- 
round us, leaving us unscathed, we began 
to wonder. 

Yes, we still have a lot of smoke in the 
air. Yes, there are areas, particularly ar¬ 
ound the Retreat House, that are bald, de¬ 
void of vegetation. Yes, many of us were 
evacuated tor awhile. But we are here, in¬ 
tact, safe. 

Many of us were not here in earlier 
days when floods followed the fires. Some 
of us didn’t know Sierra Madre existed 
until we heard about the big fire of 1978 
and saw ashes descending upon us as 
"fallout." 

On Wednesday last week we heard the 
growling of helicopters and saw them 
criss-crossing each other in the smoky sky 
above the fires. It was like a segment out 
of M*A*S*H. It was war. 

That night we watched while the skies 
blushed with the fires and we felt the heat 
and heard the noises from the fire en¬ 
gines, and we waited. Flames crawled ov¬ 
er the hills and still we were safe. 

Four-hundred and forty firefighters 
came into the area and helped. Over 140 
police from other areas came and helped. 
That's called mutual aid. We were inun¬ 
dated with helpful people and we appreci¬ 
ated all they did for us. 

But Sierra Madre is very special be¬ 
cause it has a Fire Department and a Pol¬ 
ice Department that are unequaled. They 
come no better. They are professional and 
wise and they know how to do their jobs. 

Maybe our magical bubble is in its 
people. Maybe what they say about this 
village is true: maybe we are in a time 
warp.

• We join others in the shock and sadness 
over the loss of the Eaton Canyon Nature 
Center. We have published so many pieces 
about activities there over the years. What 
will school children and the public do with¬ 
out that great asset? 

e Many firefighters and the public were 
enchanted with the Native Americans who 
came to this vicinity to assist with the fire¬ 
fighting. 

We received a newspaper piece from 
Ham and Mae Reed in Aztec, N.M., about 
these people "who pack up at a moment’s 
notice to travel with ‘Swifts’ firefighting 
crews." They are known for their skill and 
daring in the heat of the battle, says the 
piece. The Swifts of Northwest New Mexico 
are among the more than 700 firefighters 
from around the state who shipped out 
to combat the wildfires. Part of the crew are 
also Hispanics, all from the Shiprock areas 
of New Mexico. 

The piece showed a firefighter watching 
a helicopter pass with a load of water "in 
the mountains above Sierra Madre, Calif. 

• As 1 write this column. Sierra Madre 
firefighters are being called to Malibu and to 
Woodland Hills on strike team status. And 
Rosette Selbak, our bookkeeper, just told 
me that her son, Johnny, a student at Pep- 
perdine, said the university is being evacuat¬ 
ed. Heaven only knows what we’re facing 
for this next week... 

• Walt Gage called this morning (Tues¬ 
day) to ask if we would publicly thank Long 
Beach Fire Department, Mike Kinney and 
the Gage soa, Tom, ,"who fought the fire off 
I our roof and saved our home last week." 

Here it, is.'Walt and Janet. There are 
many, many people to thank. 

• The size of the firefighters amazed 
many Sierra Madreans. Most of the county 
firefighters were at least 6 feet tall, with 
muscular/skeletal bodies to match the height. 

John Maddox, in talking with an L. A. 
County captain, was told that former rules 
called for height requirements of 6 feet or 
larger. These rules have been relaxed or 
rescinded in these later years. 

• Many heard that the monastery was 
gone. The monastery was razed in April of 
this year, leaving the retreat house and 12 
Stations of the Cross. 

The retreat house was evacuated early- 
on but firefighters skillfully kept the blazes 
at bay, protecting the buildings even though 
the fire was close. 

• Talk about kindnesses, we were recipi¬ 
ents of friendship that is unequaled. 

Irshad Haque watched the television 
news Wednesday night and was terrified that 
the whole town was going up in smoke. He 
called to say that he was sending three large 
Ryder trucks and several of his employees 
over to our home to evacuate us. I told him 
that the conditions were not that dire but he 
insisted, saying the fire could go very quick¬ 
ly and he wanted us safe. 

In a half hour, three huge trucks rolled 
up to our door and several of his employees 
from .Stor It All were ready to move us out. 
When Irshad saw that the conditions here 
weren’t as dangerous as he thought, he 
agreed to take back two of the trucks. How¬ 
ever, he insisted that we hold onto one of 
the trucks overnight "just in case." Perhaps 
those trucks were luck for us...you know 
the old saying: "if you’re prepared nothing 
will happen." Well, nothing happened to us, 
fortunately. 

We want to thank Irshad publicly for his 
caring. It is very touching and we appreciate 
him and Linda very much. 

• Wes, Marie and Bobber Graham wanted 
us to thank "Major John" for renting a van 
and evacuating many of those folks on Vista 
Circle in the canyon during the fire. Also, 
special thanks to Don Curnow for standing 
by and helping to pack and load belongings 
of these canyon residents. 

The News adds a postscript thanks to 
everyone who assisted neighbors and friends 
during those times of crisis.

It's Wednesday. Oct. 27, 1993, and a fire 
storm rages to the west of Sierra Madre. As 
1 write this at least 30 homes have been de¬ 
stroyed (news account) and there is no end in 
sight. Santa Ana winds are shifting and people 
of Sierra Madre are on edge, particularly in 
the canyon. Some interesting things have pop¬ 
ped up as we await the vagaries of the wind. 

It seems one of the roads in the lower 
canyon is closed for a few months in order to 
repair previous undermining of road surfaces. 
This means, of course, that there is only one 
way out of the canyon (which means there is 
only one way into the canyon...of particular 
note to the Fire Department if people are 
evacuating). There is another road...on the 
east side, the extension of Sturtevant. A cable 
now closes this road and has for some time. It 
seems this cable was placed about the time 
those spiffy homes east of the canyon were 
completed. Maybe it’s time we re-evaliiated 
the need, and the previous rationale, for 
closing this road in the first place. 

During the peak of the firestorm in Alta¬ 
dena, much of what was happening was 


shrouded in a massive cloud of smoke...what 
was happening was homes were being des¬ 
troyed and no one could see it. As fire per¬ 
sonnel were busy in dozens of locations, one 
of the embers ignited brush next to a rest 
home. Dozens of civilian volunteers helped to 
evacuate the home and rescue the people liv¬ 
ing there. Point? We can’t expect in a similar 
situation in this city, that there will be people 
on hand to take care of critical situations. We 
keep getting these really sad object lessons, 
but we continue to assume that things will 
work out if we are hard hit. 1 hope 
you’re/we’re right. 

I saw the P.D. stopping people at Grand¬ 
view and Baldwin checking ID to make sure 
the people lived in the area...good idea, 
because earlier I observed too many "lookie 
Lous" I didn’t recognize all over the north 
side of Auburn, Lima and Baldwin. 

The wind is not so wild right nov/...is 
there room for hope? By the time you read 
this, my hope is that you’ll be thinking, Dick, 
you’re too dramatic.

Julee Rosso’s name might not be familiar 
to you, but together with Sheila Lukins, they 
are known as the co-owners of the Silver 
Palate, a New York City icon for gourmet 
takeout food. The Silver Palate cookbooks are 
staples for many who enjoy entertaining. 

Rosso and Lukins have parted company, 
but the Silver Palate philosophy continues in 


Rosso’s "Great Good Food." Rosso states that 
"Great Good Food" in not a "diet book" but 
"a celebration of flavors incorporated into a 
healthy, balanced lifestyle." Her basic guide¬ 
lines for "Great Good Food" are: good-tasting 
food first, flavor food without adding fat, 
making sensible choices from every type of 
food and using what’s in season. 

As she did in the Silver Palate cook¬ 
books, following the seasons means not only 
utilizing what’s fresh or "in season," but it 
also means centering recipes around familiar 
holidays, making cooking and eating a joyful 
celebration. But now celebrating doesn’t have 
to mean overindulgence. Not when you can 
enjoy the likes of Lime-Mint Slush, Shrimp 
and Lobster Ring, Creme Brulee, Sunday Pe- 
can Coffee Cake, Greek Leg of Lamb and 
many more. Rosso also adds a plethora of 
informational tidbits liberally sprinkled 
throughout the book, adding spice to her 
upbeat writing style.

Kris, our guide, pre¬ 
sented a wonderful 
slideshow and lecture 
sharing his extensive 
knowledge of geology 
of the area of Glacier 
National Park and pre¬ 
paring us for what we 
would likely see on the 
trail the next day. 

The next morning, 
with our lunches made 
and packed away, we 
drove up the world-fa¬ 
mous "Going-To-The- 
Sun Road" to Logan 
pass (6680 feet) and the 
head of the Highline 
Trail. Each day we 
were given long and 
short options from 
which we could choose, 
depending on our physi¬ 
cal comfort and choice 
for the day. Today’s 
longer option was the 
most challenging hike of 
the trip. 

In the late morning, 
we turned a corner on 
the path and came upon 
a large group of bighorn 
sheep grazing within a 
few feet of the trail. It 
was quite a surprise, but 
from their contined 
grazing, it was obvious 
that we were much 
more interested in them 
than they were in us! 

After lunch, we as¬ 
cended a rather steep 
trail which leveled off 
some at Swiftcurrent 
Pass where we actually 
walked across the Con¬ 
tinental Divide. The 
eastern side of the 
divide is alpine; the 
western side is rain 
forest, and we were 
reminded that all the 
water on the east side 
flows to the Hudson 
Bay, while the water on 
the west side flows to 
the Pacific Ocean. 

Moving on that after¬ 
noon, we traversed a 
steep downhill grade, 
via a number of switch- 


backs, towards Swift- 
current Lake, and then 
hiked on to our eventual 
destination. Many Glac¬ 
ier Lodge, a four-story 
structure fashioned after 
a Swiss Chalet. The 
building was construct¬ 
ed from local stones and 
trees about 1915. The 
total hike for that day 
was 17 miles.

It was obvious that the j 
city will barely make its ’ 
payroll in the next few i 
months. Thereafter, it i 
will be no bed of roses. 
Staff proposed a number 
of ideas for saving mon¬ 
ey and a number of are¬ 
as where additional rev¬ 
enue could be genera¬ 
ted. Naturally, it will be 
the -objective of nearly 
all of us to restore our 
city’s finances to a level 
enjoyed several years 
ago. Meanwhile, the 
problem is SERIOUS. 
Staff is to be commend¬ 
ed on their work to 
date. Without any nega¬ 
tive inference though, it 
is safe to say that when 
faced with the serous, 
e.xtreme sort of situation 
now facing our city, it 
is foolhardy to exclude 
participation by anyone 
who may have some¬ 
thing to offer. In other 
words, we should try 
everything. 

From my personal 
point of view, I was 
quite dismayed recently 
when a number of citi¬ 
zens who seemed to 
have no other forum for 
addressing a problem 
began holding meetings 
in people’s homes. As a 
result of a great deal of 
effort on their parts, 
some little-known facts 
about how the city was 
being were discovered. 
Thanks to the Sierra 
Madre News, these 
facts were brought to 
public light and now it 
is common knowledge 
that we are close to 
broke and need to make 
some fairly radical 
changes in the way the 
city does business. Un¬ 
fortunately, those of us 
who put in a lot of time 
and effort on that pro¬ 
ject were criticized as 
being a "Secret Society" 
or having some other 
sinister objective mainly 


because we did not have 
a formal avenue to 
pursue our concerns. 
The same people who 
criticized us for our 
involvement in the 
scrutiny of the city’s 
administrator arc the 
same people who seek 
to foreclose organized 
involvement in finding a 
solution. 

1, for one, am not 
the sort of person who 
wishes to sit on the 
sidelines and complain 
without making myself 
available to be a part of 
the solution. 1, and 
several others of us with 
government experience, 
would like to work 
through proper channels 
tho help our city’s fi¬ 
nances get back on the 
right track. Some of us 
have strong, unique ide¬ 
as, but we are being 
forced to work again as 
a "Secret Society." 

Our city has long had 
a tradition of citizen 
involvement in finding 
solutions to problems. I 
remind you of the Hill¬ 


side Ordinance, the 
Tree Ordinance, etc. It 
seems to be shortsighted 
politics that will fore¬ 
close valuable, mean¬ 
ingful citizen participa¬ 
tion in getting our city 


back on its feet again. 

I urge the support of 
citizen committees pro¬ 
posed by Mayor Bartol¬ 
ai.

Roy and Olive Buchan 
were in the same house 
in 1978 when the big 
fire roared through the 
same canyons and over 
the same ridges. 

"The fire in 1978 was 
a day later than this 
one. It was Oct. 28, 
1978. This year’s fire 
was Oct. 27, 1993," 
Buchan noted. 

"Circumstances were 
the same—low humidity 
and Santa Ana winds," 
Olive added. 

Last Wednesday, they 
first saw the smoke in 
the morning, and as it 
traveled so quickly 
toward them, they be¬ 
gan to doubt their 
knowledge of the ter¬ 
rain. They Buchans live 
on the west side of the 
curvy, top-of-the-world 
drive called Oak Crest 
in Sierra Madre. 

Their son, Alec, had 
left their grandson, 
David, with them since 
school had been can¬ 
celled that day. 

As flames started 
coming over the hill 
mid-day, David, 8, 
decided it was time to 
call his dad who is a 
locksmith with Williams 
Lock and Safe. By the 
time Alec got there, it 
was definitely time to 
start watering down the 
roof, house and foliage. 


Five emergency units 
were on the street: 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia, 
Long Beach, L. A. 
County and the Forest 
Service. 

Soon, the heavy 
smoke was rolling in 
and residents were or¬ 
dered to evacuate. With 
a motorhome filled for 
emergencies, they left 
their son at the home 
and took their grandson 
down the hill. They ate 
dinner then spent the 
evening, until 1 a.m., at 
the Sierra Madre Recre¬ 
ation Center which was 
set up as a Red Cross 
Disaster Center. They 
chatted with friends, 
Arlie Hahn and Mary 
Lou Caldwell, both who 
are with the Red Cross 
(Mary Lou is Sierra 
Madre chairperson), and 
Councilwoman Mary- 
Ann MacGillivray who 
was also volunteering 
that evening, and Shel¬ 
by Pope. 

In the early hours, the 
Buchans crept up the 
hill, grandson in tow, 
and told the firefighters 
they would like to sleep 
in their own home.

Murphys lucky: 
home is saved

"We have a terminal 
case of the warm fuz- 
zies," Don Murphy, 
survivor of the Kinneloa 
area fire in Pasadena, 
told The News Friday. 

"We are tickled to 
death to have a house to 
go back to. Our house 
would not be there if it 
weren’t for the firefight¬ 
ers. They’re spectacu¬ 
lar," he added. 

The Murphys lost a 
section of their deck, 
the children’s playhouse 
and a great deal of fol¬ 
iage. "But who cares?" 
he said. 

The Murphy home 
was located "right in the 
middle of things," Don 
said. 

He was leaving early 
that morning, Wednes¬ 
day, for a meeting in 
Santa Monica. While 
eating breakfast, a 
friend who lived off 
Altadena Drive, called, 
urging Don to look into 
his backyard. There to 
the west was a wall of 
angry orange flames 


that crept into the wind, 
moving in the Murphys’ 
direction. 

"It was hypnotic. The 
last ridge was in flames 
higher than the trees. 
Transformers were ex¬ 
ploding like bombs and 
the fire provided flares. 
It was like war. I real¬ 
ized there was nothing 
to stop it. We went into 
the panic mode, and at 
that moment there were 
police in the neighbor¬ 
hood, ordering us to 
evacuate." 

The Murphys spent 
the day in Don’s archi¬ 
tectural office in the 
Sierra Madre building 
he owns, the Old City 
Hall. They had with 
them the dogs, the 
finch. They all paced. 

At about 2 p.m. 
Murphy was allowed to 
go up the hill. The fire 
had passed through. The 
house was still standing. 

Neighbors four doors 
down were not so luck- 





he felt "quite secure." 

"There were 15 to 20 
firefighters and 15 more 
hotshot firefighters plus 
several probationary 
prisoners who had 
worked the area. They 
had arrived onto the 
property about 4 p.m. 
Wednesday. The only 
fire we could see was 
the one above the (Ma¬ 
ter Dolorosa) Retreat 
House. Of course, the 
fire personnel were here 
to protect the city, to 
keep the fire from going 
down into Sierra Mad¬ 
re," Maddox explained. 
He retired about 11, 
thinking that everything 
was under control. 

A county road leads 
to four or five homes 
perched on prime moun¬ 
tain property in Sierra 
Madre. Maddox’s home 
is the one at the end of 
the road, snuggled into 
the curve of the moun¬ 
tainside and overlooking 
the entire valley. 

"Firefighters camped 
here. There were many 
water hoses, and the air 
was humid and warm 
from all the water and 
flames." 

He watched while 
firefighters battled the 


rims of the mountain 
ridge. 

Several hundred heli¬ 
copters roared over the 
site, dumping water 
mostly over the moun¬ 
tain ridges near the 
home owned by the 
Hoffmans just west of 
the Maddox home. 
Maddox said he saw 
none of the bombers 
that dumped the fire 
retardant material. 

Others who assisted in 
getting the fire under 
control were many 
Native Americans from 


Arizona who worked 
the fiery ridges, moving 
eastward with the re¬ 
treat of the fire. 

Maddox said there 
were fire crews there 
from the far reaches of 
California and there 
were others from out- 
of-state. 

The cleanup job in¬ 
side and outside of the 
Maddox home took sev¬ 
eral hours. There was 
an oily residue on ev¬ 
erything inside the 
house even though all 
the doors and windows 
were closed. They wet- 
mopped the floors and 
cleaned the pool several 
times. 

Maddox has lived

What do you mean, 
we don’t like Red Neck 
Music?

Well, some Sierra 
Madreans do. 

Jeff Tate seems to 
have taken Sierra Madre 
by storm—and not by 
firestorm. 

With a Southern 
accent as deep as the 
autumn leaves these 
days, Tate, 28, of Ashe¬ 
ville, N.C., stopped by 
while on vacation and 
decided to stay awhile. 
He went to the Califor¬ 
nia Culinary Institute, 
L.A., a week ago, and 
with two months of 
vacation—and not much 
to do in Asheville right 
now—he decided to 
"hang out and steal a 
few culinary pointers 
before going back to 
Asheville." 

Then the fire started. 
With a background 
rich in first aid, CPR 
and HIV-AIDS, where 
he teaches in the Ap¬ 
palachian Mountains 
back home, he stopped 
in Sierra Madre to see 
if he could be of help.

classics and it came up 
Jambalaya, Cajun 
food." 

That’s Southern Calif¬ 
ornia cuisine? Well, 
he’s looking for a Job 
but first he has this job 
to do, again, indicating 
the Red Cross center in 
Sierra Madre. 

He and George Shear¬ 
er, a friend who is with 
him, have a small pri¬ 
vate club in North Car¬ 
olina. "There’s nothing 
going on there ’til 
Christmas and then 
nothin’ ’til March. 1 
said to Greg, ‘Look, 
man, we need to help 
these people.’" George 
went over to the Red 
Cross headquarters in 
Pasadena to help out. 

Tate said he was 
snowbound for nine 
days in Rosman, N.C., 
during the "Biggest 
Blizzard in 100 years" 
down South. He knows 
where there’s a need. 
And he’s here. 

How many fire per¬ 
sonnel did he feed per 
meal? "Six hundred plus 
today (Friday) in IV 2 
hours," he answered. 
"It’s different here. The 
food’s already prepared.

Tate is impressed with 
the Red Cross volun¬ 
teers, "We have 15 to 
18 volunteers for every 
victim." 

Tate’s parents live in 
New Orleans, La., and 
he has two brothers and 
a sister. 

"I was lookin’ for a 
change of pace and I 
guess I fell into it." 


An easy sidebar to 
run in this week’s edi¬ 
tion, with all the news 
of the fire, is a review 
of Don Sivard’s speech 
at the seventh anniver¬ 
sary party of Sierra 
Madre Homeowners/ 
Residents Association 
meeting last Thursday 
evening. 

Sivard, a retired 
lieutenant in the Los 
Angeles Sheriffs De¬ 
partment, talked on "be¬ 
ing SAFE". His basic 
outline was personal 
safety as well as "some 
do’s and don’ts to pre¬ 
vent ‘carjacking.’" 

What is an average 
street criminal? "Noth¬ 
ing more than an oppor¬ 
tunist, looking for easy 
prey," Sivard answered. 

He outlined several 
interior and exterior 
rules for home security, 
such as "always be ob¬ 



servant of your sur¬ 
roundings." 

If something looks 
suspicious about your 
home, don’t enter. If 
it’s obvious that some¬ 
one has been inside 
your home, get out 
inunediately. 

"Conduct your own 
home security check," 
he said, and added, 
"Think like a burglar." 

Sivard suggested in¬ 
vesting in a cordless 
phone for your bedroom 
to make it possible to 
dial 9-1-1 in case the 
phone line is cut. He 
also suggested keeping a 
set of clothes and shoes 
next to your bed in case 
of emergency. 

"Sleep with your bed¬ 
room locked, if possi¬ 
ble," Sivard cautioned. 

Concerning the out¬ 
side of the home, he 


said that unnecessary 
trees and bushes invited 
burglars because they 
obscure a home. "Trim 
and cut them, and invest 
in good exterior light¬ 
ing," he said. 

Sivard urged the large 
audience Thursday ev¬ 
ening to break routine 
habits. "Just as you 
watch your neighbors, 
your neighbors watch 
you. What if your 
neighbor is a criminal?" 

Concerning vehicle 
safety, Sivord said, 
"Always observe your 
car as you are sq)- 
proaching it and check 
the interior before 
entering." Inunediately 
lock all doors the mom¬ 
ent you enter the car. 

A big caution by 
Sivard: "Don’t park 
next to vans or trucks, 
and when driving, be 
alert." 


He said to check the 
rear view window to see 
who is behind. If you 
suspect that someone is 
following you, drive a 
few extra blocks. Don’t 
go home. If you are be¬ 
ing followed, go to the 
nearest safe place or 
police station and honk 
your horn. 

When you are out in 
public, walk with con¬ 
fidence. Don’t wear un¬ 
necessary jewelry. 
Don’t carry unnecessary 
items in your purse, 
wallet. 

"Don’t be afraid to 
make eye contact," he 
said, and added, "espec¬ 
ially with suspicious 
individuals. Look them 
in the eye." 

Most of all, know 
your private zone and 
don’t let strangers get 
too close, he concluded.

How does it feel to be 
in a glass house in the 
middle of a major fire? 
Catherine Gallagher can 
answer that question 
since she is the owner 
of the glass structure 
known as "the glass 
house" and the "pyra¬ 
mid house" in Sierra 
Madre, located at the 
top of Oak Crest. 

The house, built in 
1979, is formed in a 
pyramid design and 
walls are of glass set on 
masonry blocks. Black 
tiles arranged on a 
metal frame rim the 
inside of the home 
which is actually a 
three-story structure. 
Metal beams brace the 
heavy glass walls. 

The house probably 
provided the best view 
for watching the fire as 
it marched over one 
ridge after another, 
eating up everything in 
between. 

"At 10 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day, fire started cresting 
a far ridge. First there 
was smoke, then flame. 
The helicopters could 
dump enough water on 
the flames to put them 
out but the fire just kept 
coming back up," Gal¬ 


lagher said. "The Santa 
Anas picked up and fire 
just exploded in all 
directions. Gigantic 
walls of flames with 
huge fireball centers 
were inexorably moving 
along. All day they kept 
stubbornly marching a- 
long. Soon there was a 
big wall and the whole 
hillside was enveloped." 

For awhile, Gallagher 
said it looked like the 
fire would consume the 
Passionist Retreat House 
(Mater Dolorosa) but 
the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department 
stopped the flames 
there. 

"Firefighters used my 
deck as a vantage point. 
They finally contained 
the fire at my door." 

Did Gallagher think 
that she might lose her 
home? Never. "I felt 
confident that the fire 
department would be 
able to control the 
flame. The house 
wouldn’t burn but the 
glass in a super-heated 
fire might crack or the 
metal beams fall in." 

There are no statistics 
available to determine 


the degree at which the 
house might explode. 
Because of the way it is 
built, and because there 
is a ring of sprinklers 
completely around the 
perimeter, Gallagher 
feels quite secure that 
nothing could raze her 
home. 

"I was in the middle 
of a holocaust. There 
were flames on three 
sides and fire came 
down to within 50 feet 
of my door. The smoke 
was terrible," Gallagher 
remembered. This was 
her first fire since she 
moved in on May 1, 
1991. 

She explained that she 
left because she didn’t 
want the firefighters to 
worry about her. "I 
could see from what 
was going on that the 
fire was treacherous and 
unpredictable. They 
didn’t need me to worry 
about, too. One minute 
there would be no fire 
and the next minute 
there would be a wall of 
flame." 

She left Wednesday 
evening and returned 
Friday. 


How about her ani¬ 
mals? That was another 
problem. Her cat 
Dewey hid inside the 
home because of his 
fear, and he couldn’t be 
found until all the fire¬ 
fighters left the area. 
Finally, tentatively, he 
came out and she was 
able to put him in his 
cat carrier. Kimba went 
into her carrier, and a 
volunteer walked them 
both down the hill. 

As a first fire, it’s 
quite a shock, she said. 
She had high praise for 
the Sierra Madre Fire¬ 
fighters and said that 
they saved her home. 

"I’m bound and deter¬ 
mined to stick it out 
here. In fact, I plan to 
be here for the next 200 
million years," Gallag¬ 
her concluded. "After 
all, with the water and 
the Fire Department a- 
vailable, I feel perfectly 
safe here." 

Gallagher is a licensed 
tlinical social worker 
with the Los Angeles 
County Department of 
Children’s Services.

Tracy said that the strategy at this point was 
to take the fire and push it northeast, around 
Bailey Canyon as well as structures at the Retreat 
Center. This would "kick it out" of Oak Crest 
and all of the other areas under watch. The fire 
passed to the northeast even though there were 
several flare ups. 

At this point there was no air support because 
the helicopters don't fly after dark. And, grate¬ 
fully, the wind died down about 2 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day. 

The staging center was relocated to St. Rita 
Church. The fire was now over No. 1 Carter and 
all were concerned that the fire would move 
downslope in the early morning hours. Fire 
watches moved over to the Mt. Wilson area. We 
were very fortunate that the winds didn’t kick up. 
At that point we were still concerned that the fire 
could drop into the foothills." 

Tracy described fire breaks; each is the width 
of a blade of a bulldozer. The firebreak at Mt. 
Wilson Trail was a three-blade-wide highway 
made from Mt. Wilson Trail to above No. 1 Car¬ 
ter. This would not only shield those areas but 
would work at Little Santa Anita Canyon area 
above tbe dam. 


Sierra Madre everything above Carter Ave. had 
been evacuated by the Police Department and 

Search and Rescue Team. 

By 2 a.m. Saturday, there were still no winds 
and it looked like Sierra.Madre was pretty much 
out of the woods. 

"Mike Bamberger did a terrific job as logis¬ 
tics chief, coordinating food operations in the 
staging area at 611 E. Sierra Madre Blvd. People 
were thrilled lO have a fire engine in front of 
their homes. Others were surprised and over¬ 
whelmed at the great help of our neighbors and 
their fire strength. We were so pleased with the 
assistance that Sierra Madreans gave us all. After 
all, that’s what makes Sierra Madre unique," 
Tracy said. 

One of the problems was that communications 
did not have enough VHS frequencies. With 14 
fires in the area the frequencies were overloaded, 
so the Fire Department had to purchase two 
more. 

"There was a tremendous amount of fire¬ 
fighters’ families support in coordinating food. 1 
would like to give special recognition to Chief 
Rich Brown of Arcadia for the terrific Job of 
coordinating and relaying info to me. Capt. Don 
Shaver was Brown’s chief aide. 1 would also like 
to acknowledge Chief Gerry Gardner ot Arcadia.

As I flew in over Los 
Angeles last Friday in a 
big 747, I saw the 
smoke from the fires 
hanging like fog over 
the basin. 

For the past two 
weeks, I had been in 
several former Soviet 
republics training hun¬ 
dreds of church leaders, 
planters and pastors; so 
I missed firsthand the 
firestorm that raged 
here. In Budapest, Hun¬ 
gary, I picked up only 
bits and pieces of the 
tragic fires on the radio. 
When I flew into East¬ 
ern Europe and the for¬ 
mer Soviet republics 
over two weeks ago, lit¬ 
tle did I realize that I 
was also flying into a 
firestorm of a different 
kind. Spiritually, the 
hearts of the peoples in 
the former Soviet re¬ 
publics have been afire 
by God. 

The Russians, Latvi¬ 
ans and Hungarians we 
worked with were as 
robust, vibrant and 
sincere as any Christ¬ 
ians I have encountered 
anywhere in the world. 
I went there to teach 
them, and I think they 
taught me more than I 
did them. This took me 
by surprise because I 
expected the communist 
oppression to have left 
the spirits of those 
people in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope flattened and ex¬ 


pired. They were just 
the opposite. It was as 
if all the fires of suffer¬ 
ing, imprisonment and 
oppression served to 
make them stronger, not 
weaker, pure, not cor¬ 
rupt, closer to God 
instead of alienated 
from Him. And I real¬ 
ized that what the Apos¬ 
tle Paul wrote was true, 
"... and we rejoice in the 
hope of the glory of 
God. Not only so, but 
we also rejoice in our 
sufferings, because we 
know that suffering 
produces perseverance; 
perseverance, character; 
and character, hope. 
And hope does not dis¬ 
appoint us, because 
God has poured out His 
love into our hearts by 
the Holy Spirit, Whom 
He has given us," Rom¬ 
ans 5:2-5. 

Nobody is guaranteed 
an oppression-free 
existence. But we are 
guaranteed that we will 
find life in Christ in 
spite of and in the midst 
of whatever it is that 
oppresses us. 

We in America may 
not be fighting the 
oppression of commun¬ 
ism; but we still have 
much oppression around 
us and on our streets. 
The solution is the same 
for us as it was for the 
Russian people. Trust 
Christ...it is there and 
only there that you will 
find LIFE!

venirs and relics of a 
lifetime vanished into 
the smoke? Some of 
these cases are the 
result of accidents and 


coincidences that it 
would shame a play¬ 
wright to use. 

But over much of it 
hangs the aura of the 
true Greek tragedy 
about which Aristotle 
had so much to say. He 
would certainly point 
out the casual confid¬ 
ence with which we 


decide where to live. 

There is a trade-off 
here. We can choose the 
quaint, the picturesque, 
the private and inacces¬ 
sible, close to nature, 
perhaps with a beautiful 
view or beautiful trees 
or both. Or we can 
choose a place with 
easy access, conveni-

ence and reasonable 
safety. While we can 
combine them it is 
usually with consider¬ 
able compromise. Land¬ 
slides, floods, earth¬ 
quakes and fires are 
clearly predicable. Land 
management engineers 
can tell you the formu¬ 
lae. Shakespeare’s Ham¬ 


let says. "If it be now, 
’tis not to come; if it be 
not to come, it will be 
now; if it be not now, 
yet it will come. The 
readiness is all." 

Aristotle attributed 
tragedy to "hubris," a 
pride in one’s own pow¬ 
er that IS not exactly a 
fault, but is a challenge 


to Fate. 

We want to live in 
precarious places. 

We are sure we will 
be fine. 

That is all very well if 
we recognize that it is a 
challenge. And if we 
can be stoic about it 
when we lose. One 


thing that the heroes of 
Greek tragedy don’t do 
is whine, or find some¬ 
body else to blame. 
They accept what has 
happened to them. They 
cope. 

There are a lot of

highly qualified Greek 
heroes and heroines 
among us. We admire 
them and offer them our 
sympathy and our sup¬ 
port and hope we can 
behave as well when it 
happens to us.

While fires were still 
smoldering in the can¬ 
yons above Arcadia, 
suspected arsonists set 
fires at two schools over 
this past weekend.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I just found out that I was pregnant and a friend of 
mine said that I should stay away from cats so that 
I don't get exposed to Toxoplasma. Is this true? 

Toxoplasma gondii is a protozoan that can severely 
harm a fetus if a pregnant woman becomes infected. 
It can also cause disease in people who have com¬ 
promised immune wstems - like those on chemo¬ 
therapy or those sunering from acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). Cats are definitive 
hosts for toxoplasma gondii. An infected cat sheds 
the parasite's eggs (oocytes) in its feces. However, 
the oocytes do not become infectious until twenty 
four hours or more after the cat has eliminated. 
Thus daily cleaning of the litterbox will eliminate 
the risk ofnuman infection. Ideally, no one at risk 
should clean the litterbox. However, if you cannot 
avoid doing so, use disposable gloves and wash 
your hands thoroughly after. Toxoplasma oocytes 
can remain i nfectious outdoors for weeks or months. 
So make sure you wear gloves when gardening 
outside and wash any fruits or vegetables veiy well 
from your garden. Many cats will use a garden as 
their litterbox. You can also get Toxoplasma from 
eating undercooked meat so make sure you eat meat 
that is well done. You can't get Toxoplasma from 
petting or being near cats. You must ingest the 
infected oocytes in the stool in order lo bc.come 
infected.
